Obicnalioni like these are nol hi all 
rare in Sydney, They often ralule onei 
ear* at the curoera of iticela and jq 
parlour gojup, Our commanity haa no 
lack of cvnici, who, while tlwy ton- 
tie wend to live a m u rig si 111 for lite take 
of our loaves ami fishes, hold the colon y 
hhd it* iiihabiUnti, Ihemielves of course 
excepted", in sovereign coulcmpt. Their 
consolation ii, thgt though they ire in the 
colony , they ate not of it j and Ihey there- 
fore feel that the mere circumstance of 
Iheir being here does notdepiive then of 
the right lo find fault with every thing 
around them, They, happily, have es- 
caped the moral contamination of tht 
place. Their purity is without a stain, 
hnruane oitbnot a flaw Tl f,m 
the lips of this impeccable class thai one 
is accustomed lo hear such censor ious re- 
flections as the above, Vive years ago, 
ihcw Anglo- Australian Pharilee* Hrerr iu 
high dudgeon, VVhen our Mil [era r and 
■hopkeeperi, anti merchants began to 
tumble one after another into the dilth of 
bankruptcy, and bank after bank (a sink 
beneath the pressure of overwhelming lia 
bilitiea, the indignation of our purists 
knew uo bounds. They were shocked, 
though nol surprised— virtuously angry, 
though quite prepared for stich doing) iu 
itich a country. 

The Bank of Australia, on its down- 
fall, came in for a large shite of this 
pious displeasure. Never aince the world 
began had such a thing been heard of as 
thai a Bank with a capital so ample, 
with a proprietary *o wealthy, a board of 
directors so select, and a business so flou- 
rishing, should luinbie lo piecri. There 
was but one way of amounting for it— it 
had occurred at Botany Bay. That waa 
enough, In a country lull of anomalies, 
mental, moral, and physical, such a thing 
might easily happen. la England it 
cosuol hoi happen- 
Ill Kngland it hot happened. Nothing 
more common. Merchants aqd bunkers 
in that dear old country are as liable to 
commit blunder* and faolU at mer- 
chants and bankers in New South 
Wales, Business it not less iub- 
ject to crosses and losses in the 
one country than in the other. There, 
at here, confidence may be misplaced — 
events miscalculated — assets melt away — 
and, in spile of all that can be done by 
capital, and forethought, and strenuous 
egertioo, the avalanches of bankruptcy 
may come thundering down upon the 
proudest establishment*. 

Often have these disasters occurred in 
Britain within the memory of middle- 
aged men ; but never did they come in an 
item a form, and with lo unditcriminating 
a sweep, as in the memorable year 1847. 
The latest English newspapers Item with 
their dismal delaila. Banka or Anstralia, 
were plentiful throughout the kingdom. 
The I8t* of New South Wales has found 
its counterpart in the Its 17 of England 
and Scotland. But we have met with one 
jcaae so similar, to. tome of ila main fea- 
| lurei,tothat of the " unrkampltd" crash of 
the Pans of Australia, as tu justify our 
special 



ithin the rules of " legitimate banking 
— that pressure would scarcely have been 
fell J certainly it would not have endan- 
gered 1 lie stability of the concern. 

On the 23rd of October last, s Com- 
mittee of proprietors viaa appointed by a 
general meeting to enquire into the posi- 
tion and circumstances of (hr Bank, and 
the causes which had led to its difficulties. 
On the 30lh of that month the Committee 
brought up their repurl, a copy of which 
trow lies before u*. The principal fact 
which it announces is in labttanct identi- 
cal with the fact made known by a simi- 
lar Committee to the tharrhnlders of the 
Bank of Australia this time five yeara : 
namely — that the Bank had ruined itself 
by enormous advaticei to a staff* werean- 
hlrfirm. A large portion of the capita] 
had been absorbed by the opera- 
lions of one house — Messrs. Baa- 
Toft, Iklsh, and Hionittio* ; "and 
the simple *tory is/' says the 
report, " that the Manager having ad- 
v anted a large amount hjmn aintraiifM 
vtitk swre nol fulfilled, [a* in the cue 
of the Bank of Australia,] he would then 
have brought the account to a close, but 
was not supported by the Directors of the 
day in his strongly expressed opinion*, 
and upon resuming hit duties, after an 
absence of a few months consequent upon 
ill health, Sir Twoaias BaancaEa acting 
a* Manager j n .(,« meanwhile, <*e W- 
rnncr?

The lament with which the Committer 
wind up Iheir report, i* almost word for 
word what was said by our Sydney share- 
holders tu 18*3 :—" We cannot refrain 
from eipreiiing our deep regret, Ittat an 
establishment so well calculate! to main- 
tain the highest character and potition, 
anil to be of such essential lervice to Ihis 
great commercial community, should in 
its operations have produced so grievous a 
disappoint me ni lo the shareholders and 
the public."

Now, we adduce tbit caae, not a* an 
apology for Ihe error* which ruined the 
Bank of Australia, and which its Direcloit 
of that day acknowledged and de- 
plored as sinceiely as the three Liverpool 
Directors do theirs, but as a prottica re- 
buke of the injustice, we must say Ihe 
coniemplible narrow-mindedness, referred 
to at Ihe commencement or the present 
article. Our reader* will al once 
perceive several very striking resem- 
blances between l lie two cases | and their 
candour will admit the conclusion wf 
would draw— that the merchant* and 
bankers or Sydney, as > class, are not 
more fallible than the merchant* and 
bankers of Liverpool.

But the present 
indictment went further, for il went on to 
stato one of the overt acts wliich the prisoners 
conapimd to do.

task of the Jury will be to acquit llr. Stokell.
